from $50,000 to $100,000 migbt be ex-

OIL FOR WAR VESSELS. 


Syttem WUek Will Incniue Speed nvd

Judge H. A. Cbipman recently went 


to Washington to file patent applica- 
tions and interest proper government 
officials in inventions by Frank M. Reed 
of Anderson, led., which, have been 
completed, tested practically and found 
to be capable of revolutionizing the 
handling of war vessels at sea. 


The inventions carry ont to perfec- 


tion the idea originated by Russia in 
using oil instead of coal for a fuel for 
war vessels. Reed's invention covers a 
system of oil burning which weuld 
make it possible for a vessel like the 
Indiana to carry enough fuel to last on 
a trip around the world. The system 
is gas generation from oil. The gas is 
generated by an atomizing plan, is 
smokeless and capable of a tenth more 
heat than the Russians get, or 33 per 
cent more heat than the government is 
now getting from coaL 


Instead of 30 stokere, which are now 


necessary on a great war vessel, one 
nan could handle all of the valves. 


Another one of the inventions covers 
storage tank that is absolutely bullet 


and shell proof. The cost of the equip- 
ment is very small and would be paid 
or in a month or so in the saving of 
Del—Bxcbange.

Tbe Match Industry In America. 


The first mauufi^tory of friction 


matches was located iu the center of tho 
Connecticut valley, iu the historic cotn- 
maiiity known as Chicopeo street Tho 
principle of this invention had beea 
thought out in Europe, bnt bright Yan- 
kee minds were quick to catch the idea 
from across the water, and the maun 
factors progressed as rapidly here as 
there. The credit for thin invention is 
pix-bably due to John Walfcer, a chem- 
ist, who lived in England in Stockton- 
on-Tet-s. He was experimenting with 
chlorate of potash and found that it 
conld be inetautly ignited by friction 
when coated on a stick with phosphorus 
and diaivu through folded eandpaper. 
This discovery was made in 1829, and, 
the attention of Michael Faraday called 
to the ue\v idea, it soon became popu- 
lar, and tim manufacture was started 
nearly faimnltaneously in Europe and 
America. Tbe first factory for the mak- 
ing of friction matches on a large settle 
is stated to have been established in 
Vienna in 1888, bnt tbe factory onChic- 
opee street was running nearly as enrly 
as this, if not, before — Springfield Re- 
publican. 


Cipher Writing. 


Tho art of secret writing, or writing 


in cipher, was, according to Polybins, 
invented by ./Eneas, author of a treatise 
on tactics and other works. Reproduced 
20 methods of writing in cipher, which 
no person conld unfold, but we doubt 
much whether they would preserve this 
quality at tho present day. It is no less 
strange than true that this art so im- 
portant in diplomacy, aa long as couriers 
are liable to be intercepted, was held iu 
abhorrence by the elector Frederic II, 
who considered it as a diabolical inven- 
tion. Trithemius, abbot of Spauheim, 
had composed several works to revive 
this brunch of knowledge, and Bovillo, 
an ignorant mathematician, Ltmg uu- 
aMe to comprehend the extraordinary 
terms he made use of to explain his 
method, published that the work was 
full of diabolical mysteries. Poissevin 
repeated the assertion, and Frederic, in 
a holy zeal, ordered tho original work 
of Trithemins. which ho had iu hi.s 
library, to be burned as the inveiitiou 
of the devil. — Harper's Round Tablo.

Death to Ground Sage. 


An Onio Farmer correspondent tells 


how to destroy ground hogs. He writes: 


After having worked for years, try- 


ing all other ways, I procured some bi- 
sulphide of carbon, and now I can get. 
Mr. Ground Hog every time, aud yon 
have him dead and buried. This is the 
way I fix him, or the whole family if in 
the bole: Pat the bisulphide in a glass 
bottle, then yon can see what you are 
doing. In pouring it out keep away 
from all fire and get on the side so the 
wind will blow away from you. Then 
take a lot of old rags and roll them 
around sticks or stones. You won't need 
much, at. yon do not need to nse over 
two tablespooDfnls to a large old den, 
aid one is plenty for a single bole. Stop 
all boles except one at each den, then 
poor the carbon as the rag ball and 
tflrow or roll it into "he hole and close 
the bole quickly, and every ground hog, 
old or young, in that den will be set- 
tled for. I know by experience this does 
the work quick and cheap. Bianlpbide 
of carbon evaporates very quickly and 
forms a gas that is death to anything 
that inhales enough of it. 


Wormm* Fmirto Partnrw. 


The woraout and weedy appearance 


of native prairie pastures is ascribed by 
T. A. Williams to drought and over- 
stocking. He is reported as saying in 
the station reoord that cultivation im- 
proves the more desirable native grasses, 
and a thorough harrowing to break up 
the soil crust and let in light and air 
and water will frequently be all that is 
needed to enable the better grasses to 
crowd out the weeds and restore the 
pasture. A moderate application of fine, 
well rotted manure is an excellent re- 
storative. When spots of the pasture have 
been killed out, it is advisable to sow 
in them seeds of some of the tame 
grasses, though the author thinks it 
hardly possible in tnis way to make over 
a native pasture into a tame one. Ken- 
tucky blue grass, sheep's fescue, red 
fescue and Canadian blue grass can be 
used to advantage on upland spots, and 
timothy, fowl meadow grass, redtop, 
meadow fescue, and alaike on lowland. 


At Oklahoma 8t*tl<m. 


At the Oklahoma experiment station 


a large quantity of excellent pasturage 
for hogs has been secured by sowing 
broadcast a mixture of Japan or soy 
beans, kaffir and sorghum. The pigs 
evidently prefer the beans. The crop 
outgrowing the ability of the pigs to 
consume it, cows have been pastured 
on the plat to their great satisfaction.

There are 
numerous other creek* and tributaries, 
the main river being 300 miles long.

Drill with Magnetic Clamping. 


The use of magnets for lifting pur- 


poses and as a substitute for clamps is 
rapidly extending. With the old process 
holes have to be bored in masses of 
metal in all sorts of odd aud incon- 
venient places anil at angles, so that 
very often it is necessary to rig clamps 
for holding the drilling machine to its 
work. The application of the portable 
electric motor for this purpose was a 
long step in advance, aud this method 
has been of great service in. dealing 
with the armor of the new cruisers. 
When a portable drill, however, is 
coupled with a magnetic clamping de 
vice, the ideal conditions are realized. 


Dr. Louis Bell recently described a 


drill of this pattern. 
It consists of a 


motor and its worm driven drill, togeth- 
er with a universal mounting of four 
adjuttablo feet. When placed fairly 
upon a ship's plate or other mass o1 
iron, these drills have an adhesive force 
of nearly half a ton each. The drill can 
then bo adjusted and clamped by the 
simple turning of a key, and it Will 
then bore holes up to an inch in diam- 
eter as fast as it can be safely worked 
— Engineering Magazine. 


The Whit* Whale Was Drowned. 


The white whale at the aquarium, 


New York, died the other night from a 
curious cause. 
Superintendent Beau 


found a long piece of a large eel pro- 
truding from the whale's blowhole, the 
valve of which was so wedged by tho 
eel that the hole could not be closed. 
Dr. Beau thinks that the whale had 
overloaded its stomach with the live 
eels, which were kept iu the tank with 
it for it to eat, and vomited, part of the 
contents of the stomach being forced 
through the nasal passage into the blow- 
hole. As the latter could not be closed, 
water must have been drawn throngh it 
into the lungs every time the whale 
"sounded " Dr. Bean is confident that 
the lungs are full of water, and that the 
whale was literally drowned. The body 
was taken to the American Museum of 
Natural History, where it will be 
mounted after an autopsy i-; performed.

a disturbance on east Market street 
yesterday afternoon, swearing at a 
great rate at something which the 
city engineer had done which was 
displeasing to his august person- 
age." 


A Republican member of tbe city 


council, who is also a member of the 
sidewalk committee, took the trouble 
to-day to inform tbe THUS DBHO- 
CBAT of the fecto relating to the so- 
called disturbance. Yesterday after- 
noon the street and sidewalk commit- 
tees of the city cauncll, accompanied 
by the engineer, went to Harrison 
avenue, whera tbe new paving work 
has been commenced. The engineer 
proposed to raise tbe curbstone on the 
the west of Harrison avenue four 
inches higher that it might conform 
to tbat on Bellefontalne avenue, 
where tbe grade was raised when tha 
new bridge was built. As the street 
declines tram Elm street to Bellefon- 
taine avenue, to raise this curb 
four incbea would only be to make a 
trough of tbe sidewalk, and during a 
ue&vy rain the water would flow-down 
the bill and do much damage to 
property and in all probability flood 
e cellar at the corner of the two 


avenues. Mr. Harmon opposed the 
proposition on the grounds that the 
city would be required to pay tbe 
damage, as was tht result of raising 
bhe Bellefontaine avenue and eaat 
Market street grades. The engineer 
declared tbat he bad not raised the 
jrade of Bellefontaine avenue at tbe 
iime the bridge was built, and said 
tbat If Mr. Harmon said he did he 
waa a liar. Hence tbe trouble be- 
tween councilman Harmon and the 
engineer. Almost every man, woman 
and child in the city knows as well 
as tbe members of the city council 
that the grade of Bellefontaine ave- 
nue was raised when the new bridge 
was built, and they know also that 
the city rebuilt 
the sidewalks,
